ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS. 
| ae many parts of the British Mission comes the Aid itellgenes that 
the Saints are making unusual exertions to go up to Zion as speedily as 
possible, and that the spirit of gathering was never more strongly manifested 
by them. N otwithstanding the very hard times prevailing they do not seem 
disposed to settle down to a feeling of discouragement and despair, but rather 
to make greater exertions than ever to free themselves from the bondage of 
Babylon. Neither is it to be supposed that the persecutions going on in 
Zion are having any discouraging effect upon the faithful Saints in this 
country for, in truth, like the hard times, this also seems to have a stimulating 
effect upon them. The desire to gather is not based upon the Prospect of 
temporal gain and advantage; the feeling of the Saints towards Zion i is, as 
one of our popular hymns expresses it: Well n joy and sorrow with 
thee. L 
The same spirit which is working so congty upon the hearts of the Saints 
here, and encouraging them to make the most determined efforts to effect 
their deliverance, is also influencing their brethren and sisters in Zion, and 
they are reaching forth the helping hand and the encouraging word to assist 
in the gathering of the Saints. Above all is the over-ruling providence of 
our Heavenly Father, Who is so ordering circumstances and shaping events 
that many who, a short time ago, had scarcely an earthly prospect of emigrat- 
ing, are now a manner ter could 


What a blessed people are the Saints, and cause 
they have for thankfulness and gratitude to God! If we are faithful the 
Gospel brings us temporal as well as spiritual salvation; and we have a claim 
upon our Heavenly Father for every blessing that will be for our present and 
eternal welfare. We know that the powers of heaven are working in our 
behalf, and when we are living so as to enjoy our holy religion how con- 
temptible and weak seem the powers arrayed against us in comparison with 
those which are working for our deliverance and salvation. When the ser- 
vant of Elisha saw the host of the Syrians that had come against his master 
he was filled with fear, but the prophet told him to fear not, for they that 
were with them were more than those against them, and when the young 
man's eyes were opened he saw that the mountain was full of horses and 
chariots of fire round about Elisha, and he could then readily believe the 
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words of the prophet. So with us; when we are living richt before the Lord 
we need have no fear of anything against us. There is no power on earth 
strong enough +o detain the faithful Latter-day Saints in Babylon when the 
Lord has decreed their deliverance. His command through Moses to Pharaoh, 
“Let my people go,” was not more imperative than that which we have 
received: “Come out of her my people,” and as the Lord stayed the destruc- 
tion of the cities of the plain until Lot and his family were led out by the 
angel, so will He give His Saints an opportunity to go up to Zion before the 
destruction of Babylon. We can no more be held i in these lands than Pharaoh

could keep the children of Israel in Egypt. | 
Let the Saints remember, however, that the word of the Lord to them is 


to purify themselves from every evil, and be His Saints in deed as in name 
and profession. This work of sanctification need not and should not be 
deferred until we go up to Zion. If you wish to know what kind of people 
you are going to be there just look at yourselves here and you will have an 
excellent idea. There is a sectarian notion prevalent in the world that just 
as quickly as people die, every evil thought, propensity and habit will drop 
from them as easily as old worn out clothing, and no matter how wicked they 
have been in life, if at the supreme hour of death their belief and confession 
are all right, they will be immediately fitted and prepared for the glorious 
courts of heaven. So may some Latter-day Saints delude themselves with 
the idea that they need not live their religion very closely in this country, 
but that they will undergo a wonderful and immediate change when they get 
to Zion, and be good all at once. Such an idea is as delusive as that of the 
drunkard when he thinks he will indulge in drink up to midnight of the old 
year and be a sober man all through the new year. These great reformations 
seldom occur when they are thus deferred. In no cases is procastination 
more delusive and dangerous than when we claim indulgence for present sin 
by promising to be better, oh! so much better, at a future time. We are only 
tampering with our salvation by such deferred goodness. No discount is 80 
heavy as that which is put upon promises of future good conduct when there 
is no present effort made to meet payment. Perfection is more likely to be 
reached by steady and continued plodding steps than by wonderful acrobatic 
bounds. We do not mean by this that we have no faith in great and sudden 
reformations, for we know they often occur, but when people postpone their 
reformations like the payment of their the we 
begin to doubt their sincerity. 
give’ Of this: Lord faithfully in Zion is by 
keeping His commandments as nearly as we can in Great Britain. In the 
midst of our hopes and aspirations and labors to go up to Zion let us not 
neglect nor forget the duties that devolve upon us here. Do not: think that 
a fulfillment of them will hinder us in our much desired deliverance} it will 
have exactly the contrary effect and help us on the way. Let us also be 
careful in leaving this country to leave no entangling affairs behind by which 
any just aspersion can be ‘cast upon our names and reputations. We must 
pay our debts and meet every obligation with scrupulous care, and so con- 
duct ourselves in all affairs of life that we will never be ashamed to meet, 
either in time or eternity, any person with whom we have ever had (deal or 
acquaintance. G. 0

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PRESIDENT Schoenfeld, of the Swiss and 1 Mission, in a * ey dated 
May 10, 1886, informs us that through the misrepresentations of a certain 
person in Salt Lake City to the Swiss consul in San Francisco, unfriendly 
action is being taken by the Swiss government against our missionary Elders 
in that country. A “Public Warning, published in the Berner Anzieger and 
signed by the Chief of Police, Eggli, recites that the person in Salt Lake City 
before alluded to, whose name does not appear, but who is vaguely described 

as the representative of a foreign State, charges that some Swiss residents 
in Salt Lake City are in a very sorrowful and suffering condition through 
poverty, and the Chief of Police cautions the public that “ Mormon emissaries 
are now laboring in the Canton of Bern, in order to mislead people of both 
sexes through all sorts of inducements, and not without success, to emigrate 
to Utah,” and winds up by declaring that he “considers it his duty to bring 
the above facts to the notice of the public, and thus warn them of this Mor- 
mon enlistment.“ 

President Schoenfeld aay in his letter: “ Believing that the Chief of 
Police would not assume such authority without official instruction. from the 
Mayor of the city, we therefore thought it wise to call upon him and learn 
the real truth of the matter, and also present the truth of the case if an 
opportunity would be granted. I, therefore, personally called upon him on 
Saturday afternoon and had an interview of about half an hour’s duration 
with him. Hs treated me very courteously, talking freely upon the subject. 
From him I learned that it had been brought before the Bundesrath” and 
that that body was now investigating it with the object of taking definite 
action. in the near future, and that he, the mayor, had been acting. under 
their instructions in authorizing the Chief of the Police to insert the notice 
in the paper. He advised me that in order to avoid further and more serious 
trouble, it would. be necessary to have a certified statement from the Swiss 
people living in Salt Lake City to the effect that the statement made to the 
Swiss Consul in San Francisco was untrue; and that the Swiss people in our 
Territory were not in a suffering and destitute condition; also that as soon as 
a statement to that effect hed been forwarded to Salt Lake City he should be 
notified of it.” 

On the 17th nt, we heal the pleasure of meeting with Elder ‘Schoenfeld, 
who came over to.consult. with President Wells in relation to business matters 
connected with the Mission. Soon after his arrival in Liverpool he received 
a letter from Elder L. F. Monch, whom he had left in charge i in Bern, which 
stated that there had been some interference with the emigration of a com- 
pany of Swiss Saints who were on the eve of departure for Liverpool, intend- 
ing to go with the May Company, but it was not expected that their departure 
would be seriously delayed. Elder Monch also sends word that 
Brother Loosli, one of our missionary Elders, was arrested. about twenty 
miles from Bern while speaking to the children in Sabbath school. Elder 
Loosli had had a hearing before the Zofingen court and, although nothing 
whatever was sustained. against him, he was to 


prison. 
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It does not speak well for the official sagacity of these Swiss dignitaries 
that they should accept as facts such vague charges and statements as appear 
to have been made relative to the condition of the Swiss in Salt Lake City, 
without any particular identification of persons and circumstances; and we 
venture to predict that when the truth comes out it will be found that the 

Swiss. authorities have been the victims of some unprincipled apostate or 
anti- Mrmon” who is ashamed to let his name be as public as his: charges. 
We hope that the examination into the facts of the case, promised by the 
Swiss Government, will be thorough and impartial. They will learn that there 
is more destitution and suffering in Switzerland within a few miles of their 
official palace than can be found among all the Latter-day Saints in Utah. 

The Swiss Saints in Utah are among our moat thrifty, industrious ona 
prosperous citizens, and our acquaintance with their condition, compared with 
what we saw and learned, during a short visit to Switzerland last year, of the 
pPrivations and sufferings of the poor in their own sunny land, makes this 

attempt to interfere with the rights of a professedly free people look very 
ridiculous to us, as it will to all who are acquainted with the facts in the case. 
We are glad to learn that the government in Bern has also expressed a 
determination to examine the Saints in that city relative to the principles of 
their religion.

During the argument of the Snow 3 case beforethe Unitech States 
Suprems Oourt, on the 28th ult;, Judge Bradley desired Assistant Attorney 
General Maury, on the part of the government, to say what course polygam- 
ists should pursue in regard to their plural wives. The Chief Justice remarked 
that Maury oould take time to answer the question. The next day the ‘Chief 
Justice, with Judges Bradley, Miller and Field pressed Mr. Maury to 
answer, but he avoided and, becoming excited, ‘declared it would have been 
infinitely better if the “Mormons,” years ago, had been put to the sword. 
This eanguinary remark made dy a leading United States official, whose 
special duty requires him to assist in the proper administration of the law, 
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
